merchandise. " And then Mr. Hamilton 
wisely concludes that this reduction of 
either of tho metals to mero merchan- 
dise (I again quote his exact words) 
"would probably be H greater evil than 
occasional variations iu tho uuit from 
tho fluctuations in the relutivo value of 
tho metals, i specially if rare be taken 
to regulate the proportion botwoen them 
with an eye to their average commer- 
cial vulue. " I do not think that this 
country, holding so vust a prupo 
the world's supply of silver iu its 
mountains and its miuoa, can afford 
reduce the metal to the "situation of 

merchandise." If silver 
be used as money in Europe and Amer- 
ica, the great mines of tho Paoiflo ilopo 
will be closed and dead. Mining enter- 
prises of tho gigantio scale existing in 
this country cannot be carried on to 
provide backs for looking glasses and to 
manufacture cream pitchers and sugar 
bowls. A vast source of wealth to this 
entire country is destroyed tho moment 
silver is permanently disused as money. 
It is for us to check that tendency and 
bring the continent of Europe back 
tho full recognition of the value of tho 
metal as a medium of exchange. 

The question of beginning anew the 
coinage of silver dollars has aroused 
much discussion as to its effects upon 
the public credit, and the senator from 
Ohio [Mr. Matthews] placed this phase 
of the subject in the very fore front of 
tho debate, insisting prematurely and 
illogioully, I think, on a sort of judi- 
cial construction in advance by concur- 
rent resolution of a certain law in case 
that law should happen to be passed by 
congress. My own view on this ques- 
tion can be stated very briefly. I believe 
tho public creditor con afford to be paid 
in auy silver dollar that the Cuited 
States can afford to coin and circulate. 

We need both gold and silver, and 
we cou have both only by making each 
the equal of the other. It would uot be 
difficult to show that In the nations 
whore both have boon fully recognised, 
the most widely diffused, the steadiest 
and most continuous prosperity has been 
enjoyed — that true form of prosperity 
which reaches all classes, but which be- 
gins with the day laborer, whose toil 
lays the foundation of the whole su- 
perstructure of wealth. The exclusively 
gold nation, like England, may show 
tho most massive fortunes iu the ruliug 
classes, but It shows also the most help- 
less and hopeless poverty in the hum- 
bler walks of life. The gold and silver 
uation, like France, can exhibit no such 
individual fortunes as abound in Eng- 
land, but it has a peasantry that, with 

deuinity that would have beggared the 
gold bankers of London and to which 
the peasantry of England could not 
have contributed a pound sterling in 
gold or a single sliilliug in silver.
